REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Brookfield  Police  Department  was  a  part-time 
force  until  June  1,  1982.  During  that  time  we  were  able  to 
provide  a  semblance  of  cover  to  the  town  which  was  great- 
ly increased  with  the  full-time  office  of  Chief  of  Police  that 
started  in  early  summer.  We  have  tried  to  provide  vertual- 
ly  24  hour  coverage  of  the  town.  This  was  done  for  the  sum- 
mer months  without  benefit  of  local  Special  Officers.  This 
has  been  arranged  through  a  very  strong  cooperative  pro- 
gram with  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  where  they  are  utilized 
to  assist  Brookfield  in  the  absence  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
and  in  return  the  Chief  of  Police  aids  them  as  they  need 
him. 

I  would  like  the  people  of  Brookfield  to  be  aware,  as  I 
have  learned,  that  a  great  deal  of  Police  work  is  done  in  the 
hours  after  most  people  have  retired  for  the  evening.  The 
Chief  is  on  call  vertually  24  hours  a  day  and  it  is  not  uncom- 
mon to  be  called  out  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  when 
problems  develop.  We  feel  that  we  have  been  very  suc- 
cessful in  crime  prevention  in  the  Town  of  Brookfield  and 
plan  on  keeping  it  that  way.  However,  I  think  it  would  be 
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naive  for  us  to  think  that  Brookfield  is  above  some  of  the 
problems  that  are  experienced  by  the  surrounding  com- 
munity. The  town  has  many  valuable  properties  to  be  pro- 
tected along  with  the  people  who  are  entitled  to  the  protec- 
tion and  assistance  that  can  and  has  been  provided  by  the 
Police  Department. 

We  are  still  working  on  a  preventative  basis  and  will 
continue  to  do  so.  The  time  consuming  aspect  of  pro- 
secuting after  a  crime  has  been  committed  is  counter- 
productive to  the  town.  A  simple  prosecution  of  a  juvenile 
matter  can  take  up  to  three  or  four  days  in  paperwork  dur- 
ing which  time  the  routine  patroling  has  to  deminish.  It 
should  be  further  indicated  that  a  sole  officer  of  a  town  is 
more  than  a  partolman.  His  duties  entail  doing  the  patrol- 
ing as  necessary,  doing  the  vast  deal  of  paperwork  that  is 
mandatory,  handling  the  court  prosecution  as  is  indicated 
and  doing  all  the  secretarial  duties  along  with  being  on  call 
to  answer  questions  and  alleviate  problems  as  they 
develop. 

A  youth  program  was  attempted  in  order  to  make  the 
town's  young  people  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Police 
Department  is  there  to  aid  and  assist  rather  than  to 
harass.  It  is  hopeful  this  program  will  get  into  stronger 
force  in  the  forthcoming  months.  A  course  in  firearms  in- 
struction for  the  citizen,  was  offered  and  was  attended  by  a 
small  number  of  people.  Interest  has  been  expressed 
since,  that  this  should  not  only  be  continued  but  expanded. 

We  have  had  a  minimum  amount  of  problems  in  the 
town  and  are  maintaining  that  this  is  the  result  of  visibili- 
ty, response,  and  concern.  I  have  indicated  to  the  citizenry 
of  the  Town,  when  I  had  the  opportunity  to  talk  with  them, 
that  any  problems  they  feel  are  of  a  Police  nature  or  that 
they  feel  the  Police  could  assist  in,  should  be  brought  to  my 
attention.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  town  is  growing  in  its 
demands  and  needs  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so.  I  feel  that  by  close  communication  with  the 
town's  people  many  problems  that  seem  to  overtake  other 
towns  can  be  alleviated.  Any  comments,  thoughts,  or  ques-

tions  are  always  welcome  and  will  be  given  sincere  and 
proper  consideration. 

Once  again,  I  have  found  that  it  is  more  effective  to 
contact  the  Sheriff's  Department's  dispatch  service  at 
539-2284  on  matters  of  an  immediate  or  emergency  nature. 
They  will  know  of  my  whereabouts  and  can  contact  me  by 
radio  if  not  by  phone.  They  will  also  have  been  instructed 
to  use  the  Wakefield  Police  Department  in  my  absence. 

Our  Court  success  rate  regarding  prosecution  of  all 
crimes  or  violations  that  were  entered  is  100%.  There  have 
been  times  we  have  used  more  innovative  measures  to  br- 
ing justice  to  situations  that  have  demanded  it.  Any  ques- 
tions along  these  lines  will  be  promptly  answered  upon  in- 
quiry and  the  records  are  always  available  should  so- 
meone care  to  discuss  them.  Traffic  problems  have  been 
kept  to  a  minimum  in  the  Town  of  Brookfield  and  violators 
have  been  prosecuted.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there 
has  been  but  one  second  offender  as  a  result  of  the 
numerous  warnings  that  have  been  issued. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  Town  continues  to  concur 
with  the  methods  utilized  by  your  Police  Department.
